Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -2, 4-5, 8-9, 20-21 , 23-24, 27-28, 39-40, 42-43, 46-47, 58-63 and 73-90 
are allowed over the prior art of record. 

As per independent claims 1 , 8, 20, 27, 39 and 46, the prior art of record fails to 
teach a computer implemented method for designing an item represented by a CAD 
model, wherein a user identifier is received and this user identifier is associated with a 
user log, wherein the user log determines a user level value and wherein the design 
schedule, of the item represented by the CAD model, is determined based upon the 
user level value and a complexity value associated with the CAD model, in combination 
with the other claimed features and or limitations as claimed.
